uoble object that the United Irish league 
waa established. To any one who loved 
his country and respected his kiml it wa.s 
humiliating and degrading that the hat 
shonld ba aant loood year after year and 
appaala OMda to the charitable public in 
favor of a people starving in a Und of 
plenty. It was to drive poverty and dis- 
content from their midst, and to give the 
Irish people a fair chance of living on 
Irish soil that the United Irish League 
had been founded. There was nothing 
revolutionary or unjust about the move- 
ment It was a movement to break up 
rich and tartilefauida and distribute them 
among tha amallar tanaaU, the lands to 
be uken on ttie coad i tteaa that dne and 
ample compensatioB should be given. 
There was nothing contrary to any law, 
human or divine. 

The United Irish League had estab- 
liahadaplatfiora broad and wide enough 
for avaiy genuine Irishman to sUnd 
upon. Ita aims and objecU appealed 
alike to alLsacttoaaaf Irish Nationalists. 
They had done a aoUe woih in aaUb- 
hshing a branch hi that parish. May 
that branch prosper and bring forth go<jd 
fruit in abundance.

The meeting which was recently held 
at Strokeatown is tha beat evidence of 

the manner in which the T'nited Irish 
League movement has, says the Dublin 
Freeman's Journal, to use a common 
phrase, "caught on" in the West of Ire- 
land. Tiia town of Strokestown is the 
center of tha lordHng's cleared d e m e sn e 
in the County Roscommon. In fact, the 
warning to be seen at the gates of the 
Strokestown demesne is practically 
posteil on the stone fences of every field 
in the neighborhood of the town, "Keep 
Off the Grass." The meeting mider all 
the circumstances was a splendid one. It 
waa not as large as the gathering usually 
held under the auspicea of the United 
Irish League, but Uie question may well 
be askad: Whan did tha paople come 

from?

They were all 
haters of Irish landlordism. They knew 
that every page of its history has been 
blotted with the sufTerings and with the 
curses of the whole Irish race, and that 
the only service landlordism oould ever 
do to Ireland waa bjr diaappaaiing from 
iU aoil forever. Tbay aD bdieved in the 
United Irish League programme of more 
land and better land for the people. 

Of I8,<K)(» tenants in the County Ros- 
common there waf no les-s than 1:{,(KX) 
whose valuation was under / 10, and 
there were nearly 0,000 of them scattered 
on wretched patches whose valuation 
was leaa than jC^, aod tUt in the very 
midst of the richest and moat abnpdant 
plains that the heart of man could de- 
sire. Finally they were all agreed in 
reprobating the conduct of the police 
grabber. As to land grabbing he took 
leave to lay down three propositions 
wUcb he was ready to fight out with the 
Government in Uiair coercion courts, 
even if they were packed with all the 
Lord Norbiuys and Judge Keoghs that 
ever disgnwad tha na«a «f jnqttaa in 

Ireland. 

The first projXMttiou was that their old 
race might as well fly the country alto- 
gether if they left land grabbers to go 
nnpnnished. The next waa that by every 
law which entitled tha trade unioaisUof 
England to fight Uacklegs and the 
judges of the land to blackball disrep 
Utable barristers, the farmers of IrelaiK 
were justified in stamping out this in- 
sane and unnatural greed for the means 
of livelihood of the poor and weak. 

The caae of the ordinary land grabber 
was bad enough, but here was the case of 
a man paid by the public foi the purpose 
of being an imputial oflScer between 
landlord and tenant taking an evicted 
farm, and so stirring up one of the most 
serious public disturbances that ever 
shook Roscommon, and the Inspector 
General of the Constabulary, instead of 
rebuking this peace officer, indorsed 
Bgan's action. Ue bad always found a 
good deal of kindly Irish nature, too. 
Even the strait jacket of the depot could 
never altogether strangle the members of 
the peasant fathers and mothers that 
they sprang from. But even for their 
own Stakes every decent man among 
tlfem ought to be the first to make a 
stand against adding land grabbing to all 
the other diacomforta of their profession. 

Just fancy auch a thing happening in 
FIngland. Fsncy in the case of a great 
Knglish strike a police force being sent 
down to work for the ulaster^ at lower 
wages and being at lil.-eity to prosecute 
tile workers. The place of an Inspector 
General in England who would tolerate 
such a thing would not be worth twenty' 



They 
occiq^y a much strongef position legally 
than the trades unionists, because the 

trades unionists have never claimed any 
property in the factories they work in, 
but Mr. Gladatonc's land act of 1881 ex- 
preaaly recogaiaas the fitfrners as partners, 
and even the predoMkant partners, in 
tha ownarahip <rf thi|| own holdings. 
Tha landlords had baa| endeavoring to 
repeal the land act aftd to destroy the 
tenants' pro)>erty by importing into the 
partnership a tliinl party, tlu- grabber, 
I an outsider unknown to the law of 'MI, a 
man who had not tnade'his money out of 
the land, and who never spent an hour 
of Isbar oa tha holding he graba. 

The whole Irish la^ question at the 
present moment was s aoestion whether 
by means of these grsBbe r s, these black- 
legs, the landlords would succeed in con- 
fi.scati!ig the tenants' prt>perty and throw- 
ing the country back again in a state of 
agrarian revolution. There was a great 
agrarian issue here a|^^ which every 
coBsidaration of stiitalpanihip ought to 
counsel the public anllplliiii to preserve 
the most scrupulous Mntmlity between 
landlord and tenant. But just mark the 
impartiality of Dublin Castle. They first 
appoint the I-"ry Commission to declare 
that the rental of Ireland must be not 
what will enable the tenants to live and 
thrive, bnt whatgrabbacs like Egan were 
prepared to oUaraa «icompetitioa rent 
out of the moa^ aHMd from other 
sources. T 

Hut not content with that, they author- 
ize the Royal Irish constabulary to turn 
grabbers themselves, add accordingly this 
poor woman, who onlyjpwed two years' 
rent, and who had aetttply been accepted 
by the Land Commiadiiliara as the pur- 
chaser of her holdings wss ousted from 
her little farm, and sbe and Iht little 
family, so far as the grabber is coiicerii<'(l, 
are doomed to the work-house. 

They should remember tliat the County 
Councils of England had the control of 
their own police, and should man their 
own County Councils ;taezt March with 
men of the stamp of John Pitxgibbon, 
who would make the fifst business of the 
County Couticil.s to insist, if the Iwaf-tud 
equality between the two countries is not 
a sham, that they should have the same 
control over the polica in Ireland as in 
Knglsnd. In dafanli^Bnvery liberty and 
right they had in BiAmd they were on 
impregnable ground.

Michael Davitt, M. 1'., who baa opposed 
an Anglo-American alliance owing to its 
probable effect upon the Irish qnestion, 
.said In an Interviaw Saturday: 

"There is no reason why Americans 
snd Englishmen should not be friends. I 
have never advocated their hostility nor 
been one of those who thought that 
America should go to war With t^«mf*0i* 
to free Ireland. 

"But there is also no reason why 
.\merioa abould not be friendly with 
I 'rance, Gennaity, Rnaaia and the other 
great powers of the eattb. 

"I do not believe in any alliance, and 
I hold that any Irishman who is a citizen 
of the United States may oppose it for 
American and not Irish reasons. The 
present worked up sentiment for an al- 
liance is due to the higher English 
classes, who are not honestly friendly to 
America, ably assisted by certain pro- 
British newspapers in New York City. 

"The English people do not realize 
that the New Vork pajxis speak nulv for 
a small fragment of the American people 
and do not represent the vast boify of 
opinion west of the AUeghenica. 

"When the Maine was blown op the 
exp r en e d opinion in fashionable dnba in 
London was 'It aerved the Yankees 
right,' and the Saturday Review aaid 
later, 'It is a contest between a scalawag 
and a gentleman, and -.cal.iwag will win.' 

"Hut as soon as the I'nited States l>e- 
gan to win, England, having trouble In 
China with Russia ^t the time, went in 
with the winner. 

"The story of the coalition of the 
powers against the United States, whicj 
England smashed, was a trumped-up 
to serve the purpose, ami ha.s K-en ;i 
thoritatively denied by three of the jw) 
era allied to have been hostile to the 
United SUtes. 

"Bngland now desires to force the 
present friendly feeling into an actual 
alliance to aerve her own selfish purposes. 
She wants to use the United State in ca.se 
she quarrels with I'rance, Germany or 
Russia, but my preiliction is .\merica 
will not permit herself to be so used. 

"America has no quarrel with these 
powan aad it is not to her interest to 
have any. Sba is not fitted to go hasd 
in hand with ^^ngU"'* in imperialiatic 
schemes, bacanaa iriiile America is a 
democracy, Bngland, for all that may be 
said to the contr^iry, in bar oMciat Organ- 
ization is an aristocracy. 

' 'The two countriea are compatiloca in 
the world's business, whidi ateo mtkm 
alUanoa impoaaibla. Both want an thar 
can get, and Bngtand la already growl- 
ing oyer the Amerinin tariff, navigation 
lawa aad tha Ckiyton-Balwer treaty."

Has Done for Unprotected 
Immlffrant*. 



INTENDED AS THE HOME OP A TORY 




Some time ago the Kentucky Irish 
Americu publidted a very interesting 
article concerning the great number of 
beautiful Irish girls arriving in New York 
City, in which reference was made to the 
mission for their protection and the work 
of the good fathers in charge. This week 
we print tbe following complete history 
of the institution from the pen of Pat- 
rick J. Bnright in tiM SyraeiiM Catholic 
8na: 

Just within the gateway of the New 
World, overl<K)king Battery park and the 
blue expanse of the Atlantic, stands a 
quaint looking brick mansion of colonial 
architecture upon which time has left its 
indelible imprint. Bv reason of iU loca- 
tion, it is the fint picture of tbe great 
city of New York that greets the eye of 
the stranger as he presses on to the Amer> 
iian shore. To those whose visit to 
America is for the purpose of seeking 
pleasure and recreation, this unimposing 
structure can furnish but little interest 
except that the contrast between it and 
the mof* Modem bnikUait that line New 
York bay iotfeatca the pracaas of the de- 
velopment of our mctrapoUtM dty. But 
to the Irish immigrant girls who come as 
exiles to our shores, seeking the liveli- 
hoo*l which the soil of their native 'and 
is unable to furnish, this unpretentious 
edifice of other days is much more at- 
tractive than the surrounding structures 
«Mdi are more pleaaiiig to other eyes 
and more elegant in derign. For them 
it is a refuge which they may enter, and 
there experience, even among strangers, 
the goodness of charitable hospitality. 
Even to that less fortunate class, this 
bnilding itself might not be more than 
the object of a casual glance were it not 
for the words inscribed over its portals 
and the golden cross that standa out 
pcominently before it. The emblem of 
the crucified Savior speaks silently and 
yet with elofjuence to the wanderer 
among strangers, wliile the inscription

It is strange that thia edifice, wliich 
was constructed at the time when Ireland 

was in the throes of insurrection, and 
which was original!'- iiitendeil as the 
home of an American Tory, should ulti- 
mately become an institution to which 
the exiled daughters of Erin adght turn, 
(kpoo their arrival in America, aa • refuge 
where they might receive counsel and 
advice ; yea, even financial a s als t a i i c e to 
aid them in their new ventures and un- 
dertakings. The adaptability of the edi- 
fice for the purpose for which it is now 
iiseil, and its proximity to the water 
(font, probably furnished the reason for 
its selection as the home for girla of the 
Irish race, who, through their benighted 
circumstances, are compelled to turn to 
our country to maintain an existence. 

l"ifteen years have now passed since 
the hopes and ambitions of the late 
lamented Father Riordan of New York 
City were realized in the founding of 
thia home. For years the venerable and 
unselfish spirit of tliat ooUe pricat had 
battled with the discouraging dMtacles 
which had frequently presented them- 
selves and wliii li at times seemed des- 
tined to undermine and destroy the plans 
which he had made for the protection of 
Irish maidenhood, but finally he tri- 
umphed over all difficulties in the estab- 
lialuaeat of thia charitable institution. 
To the teal of that noUc prieat of Ood 
did the home owe its life in the tryiqg 
days of its early existence, snd to his 
ideas of administration, as followed by 
bis successors in this charitable work, 
does it owe its prosperity. Thia grand 
man whose mind had conceived the idea 
of protecting the simple and innocent 
Irish maidens from the wickedness of 
human land rfiarka that infaat tlw aea- 
poet cities of America cootinnad his 
charitable work with incessant zeal even 
to his last breath, upon which lingered 
the beautiful expreasion, "Take care of 
tha immigrant girla." That the injnnc- 
tion ao aolemnly prononnoad haa been 
faithfully obeyed by his aoceeaaors ia 
evidenced hy tha con tin nod growth and 
success of the tnstilutton. 

That it may give the rtailers of the 
Sun an idea of the work which is heing 
done by this institution, through its efli 
dent directors and e^edally through 
the charitable seal of ita prawnt chief 
director, Rcr. IliduMl J. Henry, and iU 
agent, Mr. Patrick UtCool, we wiU give 
the objects for which this charitable 
refuge was ektablished, as we find them 
recited in tbe fifteenth annnal adiw to 
tbe friends of the home. 

First. To establish a Catholic bureau 
at the landing depot to supply informa- 
tion to immigrants and to protect their 
IntereaU against, those unacmpnlons in- 
dividuals who would make capital out of 
ignorance and innocence. 

Second. To open a home for the pro- 
tection of young girls ; to guard them 
from tbe dangers of a great city ; to aid 
them in securing employment, and to 
aasiwt those going to friends to reach 
their destination. 

provide an immigrant

await them. 

Certainly tha objects for wbtch this 
institution waa fomded are alone suffi- 
dent to merit and to hold the attention, 
at least of those who were once exiles 
from their native homes, and who in 
this land of religious freedom and polit- 
ical equality have prospered to a degree 
not warranted in a country that for cen- 
turiea has suffered from tyrannical op- 
pression, persecution and starvation. 

If the founders of this home had no 
other object in mind than to supply a 
Catholic bureau for the information of 
Irish immigrants, their puriio;-,e would 
yet he deserving of praise ami cointiiend- 
ation, for such a department would of 
necessity materially aid tbe imadgnnt 
to oiitain aome knowledge of the coontiy 
to which they have come and would fnr^ 
nish them with reliable information 
which in many cases is very much 
iieedeil. How many of the Irish people 
leaVe their native country with no par- 
ticular place in view other than the vast 
country of America, trusting to God and 
the mafnanimity of the American people 
to formulate their fntnre dcaigns? Fol- 
lowing the methods of thdr anceatora 
who rince the year IKlti have immigrated 
to the haven of the West in search of 
life and liberty. Hut. alas, tlu \ fail to 
appreciate that times and circumstances 
have change<1 and that the country that 
recdve^ the Iris^ exile of half a century 
ago is not the America of today, and that 
the reaoarces which then lay hidden and 
uncultivated have long since been devel- 
oped, leaving fewer opportunities to 
strangers who come in .search of a liveli- 
hood. 

The false idea of America which the 
Irish immigrant girl entertains leads her 
to believe that her landing upon Ameri- 
«an soil ia auffident to insure her imme- 
diate success and pro^erity. Quite laud- 
able therefore is the work of the institu- 
tion that would prepare the immigrants 
and particularly the Irish immigrant 
girls for the disappointments which must 
certainly come to them, and which would 
supply them with knowledge that will aid 
them to avoid or to overcome the difficul- 
ties wbidi Iwvc so often croaaed the path- 
way of csilea who have begun life in 
.\merica without the advice of anyone 
competent to j;ive wise (.ouiisol. 

Many, too, reach New York with the 
expectation of meeting friends who in 
many instancea dther naglect to meet 
them or prove prejudicial rather than 
favorable to the progrem of the immi- 
grant. Under such drcumstances the 
immigrants find that they are friendless 
and without homes or prospect of work, 
and must seek aid from some i h.Milabli- 
refuge where they remain until they find 
employment. 

But the aeoond object ia even more 
worthy than the first. What grander 
thought could engage the mind, or what 
nobler pur|)ose actuate the efforts of man 
than that which would seek to establish 
a home for the iniitcction nf young girls 
in order that tlu y niij^lit he saved from 
temptations which otherwise might engulf 
li Uaynoi be diAcuU br iheUU^ 
immigrant, with the aid of advice, to find 
employment, and espedally when that 
counsel conies from those who arc inter- 
ested in his welfare, but with the immi- 
grant girl it is diflferenl ; some of them 
have found themselves unequal to such a 
task, and hence to obtain a livelihood 
have even sacrificed thdr honor. Chiefly 
to overco m e such baneful oonaeqnencea 
was the Home for Irish Immigrant Girla 
cstabliahed, and it is pleasing to note that 
since the foundation the hotne has thrown 
open its portals to all immigrant Irish 
girls irrespective of creetl, aiul has wel- 
coQie<l or protected over 200,000 of 
them until their friends have been found, 
or until employment ia obtained for thtm 
in such placea aa were beat adapted to 
their conditiona and education. Some, 
however, have been unwilling to accept 
the I'ounsel of tho.se in charge of the 
home, and have continued upon uncertain 
journeys with no other recommendation 
than an address of some relative of a 
friend in thdr native land, who, perhaps, 
if the truth were known, ia unable to 
offer hoapitality. 

Let na now consider the third object 
for which the home was founded— to 
establish an immigrant chapel. Many an 
immigrant girl's heart has throbbed with 
joy as she beheld on landing the immi- 
grant chapel in the midst of the activity 
of New York, where, after a long and 
tiresome jonmey, she might reodve tbe 
consolation of her religion ; for whatever 
may be said of the Irish exiles they have 
in America held tenaciously to the doc- 
trines of the Catholic chuich, enunciate<l 
to them by the soggarth of the old home, 
i.iki- l.oiiytellow's .\rcadian exiles, the 
Irish immigranta as they lingered for the 
last time npon the shores of thdr native 
land are oonsoled by the encouraging 
words and blessings of the Irish pastor ; 
and it was the idea of the founders of this 
home that the same exiles might, u^n 
their arrival \.\\mi\ .\merican soil, give 
thanks to (.(xl for their safety by assist- 
ing at till clu iiir sacrifice. 

The work of tbe mission ia not confined 
to maatini immigrant girla, who, for 
aome reason or another, are prevented 
from continuing thdr jonmey, nor is it 
limited to protecting and sheltering them 
until they are otherwise provided for. 
.Many other l)enefits accrue to the immi- 
grants, but it is difficult for the public to 
penetrate l>eyond these external evidences 
of charity and to discover the moral influ- 
ence of this great work. 

To bring about the results which have 
been obtained much time, labor and ex- 
pense are required, together with the 
greatest earnestness of purpose a llie<l with 
sympathy for the Irish people. The time 
and labor have been willingly contributed 
by the generous souls in charge, and so 
ardent are they for the aucoem of thdr 
work that th«y have never faltered or 
failed to rcqxmd when tbe service of the 
misdon haa been required. This same 
wilting service so generoualy given has 
often been unappreciated by those whose 
official duties have been lightened by the 
same. In fact, the greatest obstacles 
which have intercepted the progress of 
the work has arisen from the opposition 
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Pretty Craoj^ O'Malley.

Of course the mission ha.* never re- 
ceived financial aid from the tiniiiicip:)!. 
State or national government, but has 
existed chiefly from the voluntary con- 
tribution of friends and of guests who, 
through curiosity, have visited the home 
to learn the object and extent of this 
worthy iiistilulion. It is siir|)risiiig aiu\ 
at the same time blameworthy that those 
who should be most interested in this 
work— the Irish people in .\mcriea--do 
not give to the mission that support 
which is proportionate with the benefits 
which are received from it by tbe Irish 
race. Never yet has there remained un- 
answered by Irishmen in America an 
ap]>eal sent forth from the Hmerald Isle. 
Tlie virtue of diarity lU c plv imbedded iu 
the Celtic heart has always and ever 
manifested itself in the financial aid 
which Irish-Americans have willingly 
given to uplift their brothers who still 
suffer from tyrannical rule. And it is this 
very same circumstance that makes it 
seem strange that our i)eople have failed 
lo recogni/.e the only institution in .\mer- 
ica whirh receives ihe immigrant Irish 
girls as they arrive from their native 
shores, and which yearly accomplishes 
more to preaenre the native purity of 
Irish womanhood than any other institu- 
tion within our confines. Nor does the 
work of the ndssion end here. It goes 
still further and endeavor> lo inculcate 
in the minds of its wards the idea that in 
America at least the Irisli people have 
become emancipated by their own forti- 
tude, courage and perseverance, and that 
they are no longer to be found chiefly 
among the "bewera of wood and drawers 
of water;" but on the contrary that they 
stand in the foremost ranks of business 
anil professional life; and fnrtlu;r 111. it the 
immigrant girl who shall remain imlus- 
trious and true to her.self may hope to 
obtain aodal rank equal to the uiost ex- 
alted, for the reason that the republic to 
which she has given her allegiance has 
never failed to lend iU sympathy to those 
who have suffered from oppression, and 
w ill never fail lo extend even to an exile 
its g<M)d will and friendship. 

But the work of the mission during the 
paat fifteen years is but a circumstance 
compared with the good which will be 
accomplished with the continued growth 
of this institution. While it waa at first 
an experiment, the basic idea of charity 
upon which it was constructed has en- 
sure<l .such success that we can hope that 
the near future will tind siniilnr in.stitu- 
tions in every .seaport city of .\nierica.

The American Federation of Labor 
doaed ita aanaal iMiion at Kaams City. 
The work of this year's convention does 
not embrace mtidi that is of importance 
to the trades union movement of the 
United States. Samuel Gompers was 
elected President for another year, while 
Thomas Traoey , of the Cigannakers' In- 
ternational Uidoa. and JameaO'Connell, 
of tlM lotoniatioaal Union of Machiaists, 
were elected to represent the Federation 
in the Trades Union Congress of (^reat 
Britain and Ireland. The increase ot the 
per capita tax of tlit- affiliated Ixxlies may 
not prove popular, although it is calcu- 
lated to be a means of advancing the 
eight-hour movement. After a debate 
lasting several daya tha Socialist dement 
were agdn overwhelarini^y defeated. 
Detroit waa aelected as the place for 
holding the next convention. It was 
decided to sustain the stoneworkers in 
their effort to secure an eight-hour day, 
and before adjourning the convention 
reaffirmed ita all^giaaca to th* canaa of 
stiver. 

For the iirst time in the history of 
Georgia and the South, the color line has 
bean drawn on nexro workmen. What 
makes this more remarkable iv that it was 
done by tbe committee which was in 
charge of President McKinley's recep- 
tion and entertainment in AthmU, on the 
occadon of laat wc^'a jubilee, says a 
Idagraei. Tha P oda iati aa of Tradea 
was to take part in the pmeeaaaloa, and 
among its members were several hundred 
negro qtumrymen and stonemasons. 
These were all ready to march in the 
line, when they were notified that no 
eegrucs would be allowed in the procea- 
aian. The white memben of their or- 
piwteated, bat without effect 
the aammittae flatly refuaed 
to|>ermit the negro workmen to join the 
praceaaion, all tbe white workmen who 
were waiting to march withdrew. The 
Federation of Trades denounced the com- 
mittee's action, aad tiisee is much feel- 
ing in the city over it among both whites 
and n^roea. White and colored work- 
men aurch together on every X4bor 
Day, and woric side by side in every me- 
chanical calling in At)|ata. Both re- 
sent the dictation of the committee.
